OUTLOOK BRIGHT FOR 
THE BLAIRMORE ARENA 


BLAIRMORE, Alta. — Blair- 
more town council and eight 
members of the Blairmore Com¬ 
munity Sports Association met 
Friday evening to hear Rollie 
Lewis of the Alberta Laminated 
Structures Company of Calgary 
quote prices on various types 
of ice arenas, and it was de¬ 
cided to study plans and the 
financing of the project. Out¬ 
look for the scheme is bright. 
Mr. Lewis gave estimates on 
several types of structures after 
which the local officials favored 
the standard rink model which 
would be 210 feet long by 104 feet 
wide with a 3514 foot height in 
the centre of the quonset style 
building. Mr. Lewis estimated the 
top outside price of a building 
this size would cost the town of 
Blairmore $55,000. ’This price, he 
stated, would include a 20 foot 
wide waiting room the entire width 
of the building, bleachers, a lad¬ 
ies’ rest room, and a men’s rest 
room, two dressing rooms with 
showers, a four foot fence around 
the ice surface, all doors, wind¬ 
ows, ventilators and fire exits, 
complete lighting and wiring and 
a heating plant. 

Heating Plant 

The heating plant suggested by 
Mr. Lewis was a coal furnace with 
a forced hot air system to be in¬ 
stalled in a room on the groimd 
level as he pointed out that sev- 
! eral advantages would be gained 
by not having to dig a basement 
section for the furnace room. 

One of the advantages, he stat¬ 
ed, would be that since coal would 
be used as a fuel it would be more 
convenient to haul out ashes than 
from a basement room. 

The ground selected for the site 
of the arena would have to be 
levelled off by the town as would 
the !«• surface ground, but all 


other work would be done by the 
contracting firm. Mr. Lewis then 
described the type of arch that 
was used for the ceiling of the 
building, pointing out that each 
of the laminated arches were built 
of 43 ply of three-quarter inch 
board which were nailed and glued 
and built under pressure. Bach 
square foot of roof surface on the 
completed Job he stated would 
take 50 pounds of pressure or 
weight. He also pointed out that 
the footing for the arches were of 
reinforced concrete construction. 

Mr. Lewis also stated that all 
local help would be hired and that 
most of the material in the con¬ 
struction of the arena would be 
purchased locally provided prices 
would meet competitive prices 
from other firms. The construc¬ 
tion of arena this size indicated 
wocld take three months to fully 
complete. 

I'se Old Material 

When asked if the lumber from 
the old Blairmore arena could be 
utilized in the construction of the 
new arena, Mr. Lewis felt that a 
good portion of the old arena’s 
lumber could be salvi^ed and this 
credited to the cost of the Job. At 
this time Mr. Lewis stated that 
the entire building would be sheet¬ 
ed with fir lumber and that the 
material to be put on the roof 
would be up to the town to choose 
as it made no difference in the 
cost. He showed where It would 
be no more to apply cedar shingles, 
than aluminum sheeting or as¬ 
phalt shingles as the coet of labor 
on one article balanced with the 
cost of the material on the other. 
Whll explaining the various costs 
of different portions of the arena 
structure. Mr. Lewis showed pho¬ 
tos of various arenas that the 
firm had built all over Canada, 
and some including ourllng rinks,

At this time Mr. Lewis was 
questioned as to what the cost of 
building a curling arena connect¬ 
ed to the local arena would cost. 

Mr. Lewis after studying the size 
required stated an additional $10,- 
000 would cover the entire cost 
of building a complete curling 
arena, giving players a three-sheet 
of ice curling rink. He showed how 
the two buildings would be placed 
side by side with a 14 foot space 
between them. The two waiting 
rooms would be connected by a 
corridor extending from the two 
waiting rooms on the front of each 
building. He also indicated that 
many arenas built on this plan 
converted this spacious coiTldor 
space into a coffee and refresh¬ 
ments stand. This type of dual 
structure, he pointed out. was 
ideally laid out so that in the 
event that in later years the town 
decided to put in artificial ice that 
a central plant between the two 
rinks would easily handle both 
skating an dcurling ice. The 14- 
foot space between the two build¬ 
ings was left, he said, so that 
snow falling off of the roof could 
be pushed out with a tractor.

EARTHQUAKES RECORDED 
RT SEISMOGRAPH HERE!

'Everyone residing in a coal min¬ 
ing area is well aware of the 
trouble and heartache that can be 
caused by a bump in the mine. 
However, very few are aware of 
the extensive work that is being 
performed by T. Cochrane. L. 
Richards and Ferguson Grant 
here to try and determine the 
cause of these bumps. 

On Friday of last week the Jour¬ 
nal travelled w-ith Lor Richards 
to the basement of the Coleman 
Colliferies office in an effort to 
understand the work being done 
by these men for the Department 
of Mines and Technical Survey. 

Lor explained to us that a seis- 
ometer is located on the rock out¬ 
crop to the north of the mine of¬ 
fice. This extremely sensitive in¬ 
strument responds to earth trem¬ 
ors anywhere in the world and re¬ 
lays them by cable to a seismo¬ 
graph in the mine office. Three 
main quakes have been recorded 
lately, one in the Fiji Islands and 
another in the Palu Islands, and 
it is fairly certain that a recent 
quake in Alaska was also recorded. 

Of interest locally is the fact that 
many local quakes have been reg¬ 
istered, it not having been known 
before that these light quakes oc¬ 
curred in this area. 

Explaining the manner in which 
the equipment works, Lor showed 
us the siesmograph and pointed 
out the galvonometer which is 
moved by shock impulses and re¬ 
cords them on a photographic 
plate enclosed in a cylinder or 
casette. This photographic plate 
records activity for one day (Fer- 
nie station records a four-day pe¬ 
riod) . Next to the seismograph is a 
chronometer, or self winding clock 
which gives a time signal every 
minuta csiuslns a ralay to trip In¬ 
side the seismograph and move 
the galvonometer to make a se¬ 
ries of one minute lines on the 
chart. Next to this is a standard 
radio which is turned on auto¬ 
matically by time clock to receive 
the CBC time signal daily at 11

a.m. which is put on primarily for 
thi.s purpose. The clock attached 
tells the time, the day and the 
hour and is set for the period from 
1 to 11, to 1 after 11, when it 
shuts off the radio. The setting 
at 1 to 11 is to permit the radio to 
warm up and record the signal at 
11. Music and conversation over 
the radio during this 20-mlnute 
period is recorded on the chart by 
fluctuating lines but is ignored 
when reading the chart.

This campaign to determine the 
cause of bumps is the most ex¬ 
tensive ever carried on and tries 
to correlate the time of any move¬ 
ment of the strata with instru¬ 
ments that are placed in the mine. 
This Is a nexperiment, the results 
of which cannot be presently cal¬ 
culated in relation to the bump 
problem. Various other methods 
are to be tried in the campaign. 
These instiiunents are Davis Re¬ 
corders, German pressure gauges 
and Dowty hydraulic props, show¬ 
ing how each movement reacts in 
local mines. The Davis recorders 
and the German pressure gauges 
are actual recording devices, the 
Etowty hydraulic props simply a 
convergence and load instrument 
that measures the convergence be¬ 
tween floor and ceiling and gives 
loading in tons direct. 

Of special interest during the 
visit was seeing the two Germ¬ 
anium tubes on the relay. These 
tubes used to rectify alternating 
current to direct current, are about 
half inch in length and two- 
eights In diameter, and are act¬ 
ually radio tubes of the future. 
Germanium is a mineral found in 

aoma coal IVdda. 

The Coleman crew operate sta¬ 
tions such as this at Femle and 
Turner Valley, and do other work 
at Lethbridge and Canmore. 

There extremely technical dut¬ 
ies show promise of making min¬ 
ing a safer occupation.

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The Orange - Nugget 
Of Nutrition 

Condensed fro Your Health 
Y. E. Murphy 

Millions of oranges are eaten 
every hour of every day. *) 

Yet we know little about this 
immensely popular fruit. 

Oranges take about six months 
to ripen. The normal periods of 
ripening are late fall and early 
winter, but there are now so many 
different strains that the sale and 
consumption of fresh oranges is 
a year-round business. 


At the fruit counter the house¬ 
wife carefully culls all oranges 
with green spots — she thinks the 
green ones are not ripe. But green 
on an orange is merely chloro- 
pliyll, testimony to the fact that 
the growing weather was unusual¬ 
ly hot. If, owing to insufficiently 
cool growing weather — oranges 
thrive near the frost line — the 
fruit is still green on the outside 
when it arrives at the packing 
house, it is usually sent to “color¬ 
ing rooms," There it is held from 
24 to 72 hours, at a temperature 
of about 85 degrees P., while a low 


concentration of ethylene gas — 
which bleaches out the green — is 
added to the atmosphere. Alter 
degreening, such fruit is stamped 
“color added,” which doesn’t mean 
a thing so far as your palate or 
nutrition is concerned. 

We see oranges advertised as 
“tree-ripened." This is misleading. 
Every orange is “tree-ripened” if 
it is ripened at all. Unlike toma¬ 
toes, bananas and other fruits, 
the orange does not continue to 
ripen after it is picked. Indeed, im- 
ripe oranges cannot legally be 
picked for sale in Florida. 


To buy the best oranges, pick 
them by feel, not by looks. Heavy 
oranges have the most Juice; thin- 
skinned more Juice than the thick- 
skinned, although some of the lat¬ 
ter, particularly navel oranges, are 
high \quality for eating whole. 
There is little connection between 
the size of the fruit and its quality 
or flavor. 

Nuggete of nutrition, oranges 
contain at least 23 essential food 
elements. Best known for their 
high Vitamin-C (ascorbic acid) 
content, they also provide fruit 
sugars, prosphorus, iron, Bl, B2 
and niacin. Physicians now believe 
that oranges should be used to 
supplement special reducing diets 
and the fare of hypertensives or 
persons suffering from stomach 
ulcers (many of the latter are 
deficient in Vitamin C). 

Frozen orange-juice concen¬ 
trates have in them less skin oil, 
to which some people are allergic, 
than do hand-squeezed oranges. 
But many people prefer the taste 
of fresh Juice. To avoid the peel 
oil, the fruit should be reamed 
gently instead of making fru^l 
attempts to extract the last drop 
of juice. 

Orange juice should not be 
strained before using. The pulp 
has a high mineral and vitamin 
content. Also, contrary to popular 
belief, the Juice can be stored 
covered in the refrigerator for a 
long time before losing any of its 
vitamin-packed punch. 

Known in China for centuries, 
the sweet orange was mentioned 
in 1178 A.D. as then consisting of 
some 27 types. On his second voy¬ 
age to the Americas (1493) Co¬ 
lumbus carried orange seeds with 
which orchards were planted in 
Haiti. By the 16th century oranges 
were plentiful in Florida and, with 
Indians scattering the seed, or¬ 
chards sprang up. 

The first sizable orange grove in 
California was, allegedly, started 
by Father Thomas Sancho, a Je¬ 
suit priest, at the San Gabriel 
Mission in 1804. Eighty years 
later, 30 of the oringlnal 400 trees 
had survived and one ancient tree 
lived to the early 20th century. 
Tliis is unusual longevity. Forty 
years is a good production period 
for the average orange tree. 

Florida and California are the 
principal U.S. orange producers. 
Other parts of the world where 
orange trees flourish include most 
of the countries on the Mediter¬ 
ranean, Australia, Brazil, Japan, 
India, South Africa, New Zealand 
and, of course, China. 

T^e boast of the Chicago stock- 
yards that they use everything 
except the squeal can be matched 
by the orange industry. From the 
seeds processors extract oleomar¬ 
garine, vegetable fats for cooking, 
and a dye that will fix any known 
color in artificial silk. From the 
colored layer of the peel they ex¬ 
tract tei'penes for warship paint, 
and carotene, which provides tril¬ 
lions of units a year of Vitamin A, 
Prom the white pulp they get pec¬ 
tin, a superlative jelling agent and 
a medical godsend for the early 
treatment of deep wounds. Pulp, 
seeds and hulls all go into cattle 
feed. 

And the waste water used in 
washing the peel before making 
pectin? It has been found to con¬ 
tain ten percent pure sugar. From 
it are made thousands of tons of

For Worm Feet 
Footwear Authority 
Advocates Linings 

by Roland W. Carson, P. Eng. 

Keeping the feet -warm is an age 
old problem but it seems that 
every generation must learn it 
anew. In spite of special new trial 
solutions this is one case whefe 
the old way still seems the best. 

Since a lot of cold conditions are 
associated with dampness in some 
form or other, waterproof foot¬ 
wear is a reasonable, basic ap¬ 
proach to the subject. But rubber 
is a cold material and by Itself is 
of little use in keeping the feet 
warm. A rubber covering can keep 
the feet dry, but to keep them 
warm, something must be added. 
Many solutions have been tried, 
such as insoles, fabric linings, 
shearlings, interlinings, extra 
knitted socks and felt socks. While 
each of these has some value, the 
last two are still most effective. 

In colder climates as found in 
winters in Canada it has been 
found that wool — and lots of it — 
is the only real answer to the 
problem. How the wool is used is 
most important. 

The seamless wool felt boot sock, 
called “valenki” by the Russians, 
was a most effective "secret weap¬ 
on” in the winter fighting of the 
last war. But felt socks have been 
known for a long time — and are 
no secret — though their virtues 
sometimes have to be rediscovered. 

Keeping the feet warm is only 
a specialized engineering problem 
in insulating. That is, putting a 
suitable barrier to the flow of heat 
fro mthe warm foot to the cold 
air outside. Since dead air is the 
best insulator known, then it is 
only necessary to find a means of 
getting the right amount of air 


around the foot. Prom their na¬ 
ture, felts are very porous and 
have a large amount of air spaces 
within them. So they are a good 
insulating medium. The amount of 
insulation depends on the thick¬ 
ness of the nmterial, and seam¬ 
less footwear particularly can be 
made thick or thin as needed. For 
particular needs, they can be mode 
thick on the foot and thin on the 
leg — to keep down leg warmth — 
for instance. 

But the feet must also be kept 
dry. 

Wool has the property of ab¬ 
sorbing moisture readily and can 
cany an amount about equivalent 
to its own weight. This moisture 
goes directly into the fibres of the 
wool — and does not reduce the 
insulating value of the air spaces 
in the felt. This means that any 
perspiration that may form is 
promptly absorbed, thus keeping 
the foot comfortably dry as well 
as warm. This dryness also keeps 
the feet comfortable even in mild¬ 
er weather, or indoors for a rea¬ 
sonable time. 

It is also essential to be able tv 
get rid of this moisture. With felt 
socks, which are separate from 
the covering footwear, this is easy, 
because the sock can be removed 
and easily dried out in a warm 
place. With other types of foot 
covering this is not so easy. Shear¬ 
ling linings absorb moisture toiJv 
being wool, but since the outer 
side is leather, moisture cannot go 
through readily. Drying must be 
from the inside surface only, and 
it is slow. It is difficult to get them 
dry by morning. In nylon pile lin¬ 
ings the fibres are waterproof and 
absorb veiy little moisture. Rubber 
footwear with insulating inter¬ 
linings — absorb no moisture at 
all, and must be worn wet, pro¬ 
vided they have enough insulation

to keep the foot warm. Wet feet, 
even though warm, can be vei-y 
uncomfortable and can get sore 
and galled. Putting a damp boot 
on may even cause chills. Where 
felt socks might not have time 
to dry out, all a man need do is 
change them and he gets a fresh 
start in the same outer fotwear. 

Being a fabric, of course, felt 
boot socks require some protec¬ 
tion from wear and scuffing, ex¬ 
cept under cold, dry, snowy con¬ 
ditions, with no abrasion, — where 
they can be worn alone. The usual 
outer protection for felt socks is a 
mbber especially sized fit over the 
thick felt, and made in various 
forms. If a low rubber is worn, 
a leather or plastic protection is 
needed, front and back, to prevent 
the rubber cutting the felt. If a 
rubber that comes above the ankle 
is worn — no further protection is 
required. An ideal covering would 
be a light boot a'bout 9 in. high, 
with a stretchy top, a sole, and 
heel. Such a boot Is available in 
rubber. 

Seamless felt boot socks are 
made in a variety of forms to suit 
different conditions. Where the 
cold is caused by water, slush or 
mud on jobs where a rubber boot 
(Wellington Boot) is necessaiw to 
keep the feet dry, insoles are 
usually used but are not complete¬ 
ly satisfactory. More protection is 
needed around the foot, and a 
new, slipper-type felt sock, called 
a "snugger,” is a cosy solution. A 
thick laced filler about 10 in. hi gh 
is used where a leg warmth is 
needed too. The felt boot sock 
about 14 in.-15 in. high gives dry 
waimth from toe to knee. These 
are usually made of harder felt 
that can be worn with any of the 
nibbers specially made to fit it. 
This is the type of seamless felt 
boot sock most gently used in 
Canada. 

All felt socks of this type are 
very comfortable to wear as they 
conform exactly to the foot in use. 
ter to have warm, dry, comfort- 
So, it is a relatively simple mat- 
able feet under any conditions of 
cold, with some form of felt boot 
sock or filler and the appropriate 
protective covering footwear.

Point Your House 
Yourself 

About 80 percent of the cost of 
every house-painting Job — ex¬ 
terior or 'interior — is labor. You 
can save this sizeable amount if 
you do the work yourself. And if 
you carefully prepare the surfaces 
as a professional painter would— 
scraping off flaked paint, sand¬ 
ing, calking, puttying — puttying 
—you can turn out a good job. 

New paints and painting aids 
have knocked a lot of the toil 
out of painting. 

Roll It On. Biggest development 
in paint applicators is the inex¬ 
pensive paint roller. 

With a loller you’ll paint two 
or three times faster than with a l 
brush. If you use it right, you’ll get 
almost no patter or drip. Dip the 
roller into the paint, roll it out 
on the tray to get a uniform, not- 
too-heavy paint load, then roll 
the paint onto the wall at mod- 
eiate i)eed. Stroke up and down 
and crisscross to get even cover¬ 
age. Rollers come with hilts that 
attach to broom handles. With 
these on, you can roller-paint a 
ceiling without too much trouble 
or a floor without kneeling. 

There are three main types of 
rollers. The mohair roller is good 
for water paints and shellac. The 
plastic-covered roller, usable for 
both oil and water paints, is 
easiest to clean. The lamb’s-wool 
roller, if short-sheared, is a good 
all-purpose roller; if high-pile, it 
is for rough surfaces. 

There is also a fill-type roller, 
which carries the paint inside and 
oozes it out as you roll. Although 
refilling it can be a messy joib, 
this roller works extremely fast, 
since no pause to dip up paint is 
necessary. When used with rub¬ 
ber base paint, this roller can be 
cleaned easily in water; cleaning 
oil paint out of it, however, can 
be a fussy job. 

A roller can be a great timesaver 
on exterior clapboard if it is at ; 
least as wide as the clapboard ' 
otherwise lap marks will show). A ! 
special small roller is made to 
paint the under side of the clap¬ 
board. 

Paint rollers won’t paint over 
moldings or trim, nor into comers 
—which should be painted with a 
brush before the roller is used on 
the walls. And they don’t work 
well with enamel paints. 

Remember Now — When paint¬ 
ing outdoors, wait for warm, dry 
wKither. Painting on a damp day, 
or at a temperature below 60 de¬ 
grees P., or painting on wood that 
is dry on the nirfoce only, not oU 


through, has ruined many a job. 

Use good paints and good 
brushes or rollers. The difference 
■between the best paint and the 
cheapest is only a fraction of a 
cent a square foot, but the dif¬ 
ference in durability is great. 

Follow directions closely. The 
manufacturer knows best how his 
paint should be used. 

Allow plenty of time between 
coats — the undercoat must be 
hard and firm. 

To prevent paint dripping down 
outside the can, punch nail holes 


in the groove of the can so paint 
drips back inside. 

When keeping brushes over¬ 
night In turpentine or soaking 
them in cleaner, suspend them, 
don’t leave them standing on their 
bristles (tips will be bent, brushes 
ruined). 

Don’t leave brushes in water or 
the bristles will soften, the ferrule 
will swell. 

When painting windows, slight¬ 
ly overlap paint from putty to 
glass to keep water from soaking 
under putty. When the paint is 


dry, exercise care in cleaning the 
excess from the glass with a razor 
blade — you do not want to break 
the paint seal. 

When through painting, float a 
little of the paint’s thinner (tur¬ 
pentine, water, etc.) on top of the 
paint in the can to prevent paint 
from “skinning over.” 

Most basic: Before undertaking 
any sizable home-painting Job, 
consult your local paint dealer. 
He can give you much valuable 
advice.
